Miss Jean ette Allen, 18 years old, and 
th e belle of 
L afay ette 
county, 
w as 
aw akened by a noise in her room. As 
she moved her arm w as clutched by a. 
negro, whom she recognized as W illiam 
Collins, one of her fa th e r’s employes. 
The 
negro threatened 
the 
girl w ith 
death if she m ade a noise, bu t she gave 
a scream which alarm ed the household 
and caused the negro to flee. 
Collins 
about nightfall w as captured and was 
Identified by Miss Adam s, bu t while pre­ 
parations were being m ade to lynch him 
he escaped. 
S atu rd ay , and 
S atu rd ay 
n ig h t the negro w as 
pursued. 
The 
chase led through the phosphate region, 
w here negroes are num erous, and two of 
Collins’ friends attem pted 
to conceal 
him. 
These two negroes w ere shot by the 
pursuers and their bodies were placed on 
the railw ay track, w here they were cut 
to pieces by passing trains. The m an­ 
gled rem ains of these two negroes were 
discovered Sunday 
m orning. 
Several 
tra in s had passed over the bodies and 
identification w as impossible. 
Collins, 
th e assailan t of Miss Allen, w as recap­ 
tured by the pursuers 
early 
Sunday 
m orning. 
He was taken to the Allen 
home and notices sent out for people 
to g ath er to aid in lynching him. 
A great crowd assem bled a t noon Sun­ 
day and Collins w as taken to the bank 
of a river, where he w as hanged and 
his body riddled w ith bullets. The corpse 
w as then cut 
down, 
w eighted 
w ith 
stones, and throw n into the river. 
In eighteen m onths fourteen negroes 
have been put to death in L afayette 
county, 
in N ovem ber an offense was 
com m itted and 
for this crim e eight 
negroes were killed in the course of a 
few m onths. 
In May Miss A rm strong 
w as m urdered, for which three negroes 
were put to death.

T H E Y ATTACK 
TH E 
O LIEO ” LAW 
Milwaukee Attorneys Now Hope to Have It 


Declared Unconstitutional. 
Much interest has centered in the 
law passed last w inter in regard to 
the m anufacture of 
oleomargarine 
and the prosecutions of several Mil­ 
waukee cases under its provisions. 
It 
is now promised th a t there is a sensa­ 
tion to be sprung by the attorneys in 
behalf of some of the dealers. 
It 
to be claimed by the lawyers th a t the 
law in question is far from being clear 
or explicit and th a t it directly prohi 
bits the 
m akers 
of oleomargarine 
from using the same kind of coloring 
substance which nearly all makers of 
genuine butter now use. 
The partic­ 
ular section of the new law which 
will be attacked as unconstitutional, 
in th a t it permits one class to do w hat 
it prohibits another from doing, as 
will be claimed, in section 3, which 
reads as follows: 
Sec. 3. No person, by himself or 
agents, or servants, shall render br 
m anufacture, sell, ship, consign, offer 
for sale, or have in his possession w ith 
intent to sell, any article, product or 
compound, made wholly or partially 
out of any fat, oil or ooleaginous sub­ 
stance or compound thereof, not pro­ 
duced from unadulterated m ilk, or 
cream from the same, and without the 
adm ixture of any fat foreign to saic 
milk or cream, which shall be im ita­ 
tion of yellow butter produced from 
pure unadulterated milk, or cream oi 
the same, w ith or w ithout coloring 
m atter; provided, th at nothing in this 
act shall be construed to prohibit the 
manufacture or sale of oleomargarine 
in a separate and distinct form and in 
such m anner as will advise the con­ 
sumer of its real character, free from 
coloration or ingredient th at causes it 
to look like butter. 
It is the last two lines of this sec. 
Hon which seemed destined to cause 
trouble and may result in the defeat 
of the aims of the law by its being de­ 
clared unconstitutional. 
The lawyers 
will raise the question as to why a 
m anufacturer of the im itation butter 
is to be prohibited from using the 
stuff daily used by butter makers to 
produce the particular yellow color 
not alwaya to be attained when butter 
is made w ithout its use.

Dr. Gibson lays the 
trouble to faulty construction of the 
sewer west of Main street, where the 
pipe is laid inside the stone culvert. It 
is claimed this pipe was shoved into 
into this 
drain, 
little 
attention 
being 
paid 
in 
m aking 
firm 
joints, and 
since 
its construction, 
a num ber of extensions have been 
added, which has so crowded the 
capacity of the pipe th a t the joints 
have opened, allowing the sewerage 
to escape into the old stone drain, 
which empties a t the east end of the 
bridge, instead of being carried out 
in the stream by the sewer pipe as 
intended. 
When the w ater is low, as 
a t present, the sewerage is deposited 
on a sand bar directly under the c u t­ 
let, where it remains until the w ater 
rises 
high enough 
to 
wash 
it 
away. 
The aroma 
which 
arises, 
especially in warm days, is not very 
pleasant, and reminds people th a t 
Janesville ought to have better means 
for carrying away such nuisances. 
Dr. Gibson will endeavor to remedy 
the trouble and make the atmosphere 
in the vicinity of the bridge, more 
pleasant to inhale in the future.

to ac* rignt rails back into wiCKean^s 
and gives up his integrity, the Bible 
does not say he was overcome by the 
fascinations of the festive board, or 
th at he surrendered to convivialities, 
or th at he became a little fast in his 
habits. 
I will tell you w hat the Bible 
isays: 
“The dog is turned to his own 
vom it again, and the 
sow 
th a t was 
w ashed to her wallowing in the mire.” 
No gilding of iniquity. No garlands on 
a death ’s-head. No pounding aw ay with 
a silver m allet at iniquity when it heeds 
an iron sledge-hammer. 
I can easily understand how people, 
brooding over the description 
of un ­ 
cleanness in the Bible, m ay get morbid 
in mind until they are as full of it as 
the wings and beak and the nostril and 
the claw of a buzzard is full of the odors 
of a carcass; but w hat is w anted is not 
th at the Bible be disinfected, but th at 
you, the critic, have your mind and 
heart washed with carbolic acid! 
I tell you at this point in my discourse 
that a m an who does not like this book 
and who is critical as to its contents, 
and who is shocked and outraged wTith 
Us descriptions, has never been sound­ 
ly converted. 
The 
laying 
on of the 
hand=; of Presbytery or Episcopacy does 
not alw ays change a m an ’s heart, and 
men sometimes get into the pulpit as 
well as into the pew, never having been 
c h a n g 'd radically 
by 
the 
sovereign 
grace cf God. Get your heart right and 
the Bible will be right. The trouble is 
m en’s natures are not brought into h a r ­ 
m ony with the W ord of God. Ah! my 
friends, expurgation of 
the 
heart Is 
w hat is wanted. 
You cannot m ake me believe th at the 
Scriptures, which this m oment lie on 
the table of the purest and best men 
and women of the age, and which were 
the dying solace of your kindred passed 
into the skies, have in them a taint 
wrhich the strongest microscope of hon­ 
est criticism could make visible. If men 
are uncontrollable in their indignation 
when 
the integrity of wife or child 
is assailed, and judges and jurors as 
fa r as possible excuse violence under 
such provocation, w hat ought to be the 
overwhelming 
and long 
resounding 
thunders of condemnation for any m an 
who will stand in a Christian pulpit and 
assail the more than virgin purity of 
inspiration, the well beloved daughter 
of God? 
E xpurgate the Bible! You m ight as 
well go to the old picture galleries in 
Dresden and in Venice and in Rome 
and expurgate the old paintings. P er­ 
haps you could find a foot of Michael 
Angelo’s “L ast Ju dgm ent” th at might 
be improved. Perhaps you could throw 
more expression into R aphael’s “Ma 
donna.” 
Perhaps you could put more 
p athos into Reubens' “Descent from the 
Cross.” Perhaps you could change the 
crests of the wraves in T urner's “Slave 
Ship." 
Perhaps you m ight go into the 
old galleries of sculpture and change 
the form s and the posture of the statues 
of Phidias and Praxiteles. Such an icon 
clast would very soon find himself in 
the penitentiary. But it Is worse v a n ­ 
dalism when a m an proposes to re-fash­ 
ion these masterpieces of inspiration,

Of all the works >f Dore, the great 
artist, there was nothing so impressive 
as his illustrated Bible.

Money is a commodity, capital is 
property; the former represents con­ 
venience, 
the latter wealth. 
Prop­ 
erty 
always 
commands 
money. 
Wealth is estimated, not by bank ac­ 
counts, or by the amount of money 
whether gold, silver or currency that 
B man carries around in his pocket, 
but by investments in land, houses, 
bonds and mortgages, cr the long list 
of substantial belongings that go to 
make up the wealth of the country. 
The accumulation of property is al­ 
ways commendable, but the accumu­ 
lation of money for the sake of beard­ 
ing, is detestable, and miserly. There 
is silver enough and gold enough, and 
paper enough, for all practical pur­ 
poses. The paper circulates more than 
the metal because more convenient. 
It is worth one hundred cents be­ 
cause the honor of the nation is be — 
bind it. 
There would be just as 
much sense in issuing an unlimited 
supply of paper, when there is no de­ 
mand for it, as there would be in is­ 
suing an unlimited quantity of silver 
on any basis when the country al­ 
ready has hundreds of tons of it that 
nobody wants. 
It isn’t a question of 
bimetallism or monometalism, but it is 
• question of hard common sense. 
The manufacture 
of 
any 
kind 
of money 
by 
the 
government, 
whether by the printing press or 
through the mints, does not contribute 
• dollar to individual or corporale 
wealth. 
The only thing that is at all 
▼ital in importance, is to know that 
every dollar of any kind in circula­ 
tion, is worth what it purports to be, 
Its face value. 
The government just 
now is overstocked with silver, simply 
because by a law that should have 
been repealed long before it was, com­ 
pulsory coinage in excess of legit- 
mate demand, was enforced.

rn result the 
stock has 
accumu­ 
lated, 
unti1 
it 
is 
not 
only 
a 
menace 
to 
the 
government, 
but to individual wealth as well. The 
supply is largely in excess of the de­ 
mand and until some outlet can be 
found for it the production should 
cease. 
The same 
business 
sense 
should be used that a manufacturer 
applies to his output. When the sup­ 
ply exceeds the demand shut down, 
don’t fill up the factory and crowd 
the warehouse with more goods, for 
th a t is a waste of capital and may re­ 
sult in bankruptcy. 
The American people don’t do busi­ 
ness that way, aud the government 
th at they have created

It is fortunate for the country that 
property and weaHb is more gener­ 
ously distributed than usually falls to 
the lot of nations.
